i Before filling in the application form, the candidates 
should consult the Notice and the Rules, carefully, to see If 
they arc eligible. 

The conditions prescribed cannot be relaxed, 

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION THE CAN¬ 
DIDATE MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG THE 
CF.NTRES GTVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 OF THE NOTICE 
THE PLACE AT WHICH HE WISHES TO APPEAR FOR 
THE EXAMINATION. 

Candidate should note that no request for change of Centre 
will normally be granted. When a candidate, however desires 
change in Centre, from the one he had indicated in his appli¬ 
cation form for the Examinaion he must send a letter 
addressed to tbe Secretary, Union Public Service Commission 
by Registered Post, giving full justification as to why he 
desires a change in Centre. Such requests will be considered 
on merits but requests received after 1 Mh November, 1993, 
will not be entertained under any circumstances. 

A candidates who wishes to take the examination at an 
India Mission abroad must state in the order of his choice, 
two other Indian Missions (in countries other than the country 
in wh’ch lie may be stationed) as alternative Centres.
